A board  has  been  established  to 
arbitrate  disputes  between  BYU 
students  and  their  off-campus 
landlords. 

This  information  was  handed  down 
today  by  George  Russ,  executive 
assistant  to  the  ASBYU  President. 

“The  board  is  called  the  Student 
Housing  Adjustment  Board,”  Russ 
announced.  “Its  purpose  is  to  act  as  a 
go-between  for  students  who  have 
complaints  against  their  landlords.” 
The  committee  is  comprised  of  one 

GOP  Gives 
Arguments 

Thursday 


Senator  Wallace  F.  Bennett  and  Carl 
Buehner,  Republican  candidates  for 
the  offices  of  senator  and  governor  of 
Utah,  respectively,  will  keynote  BYU’s 
forum  assembly  Thursday. 

The  10  a.m.  assembly  in  the  Smith 
Fieldhouse  is  the  second  of  two 
featuring  leading  candidates  from  both 
parties,  designed  to  keep  students  and 
the  public  abreast  of  political  affairs  on 
the  national  and  state  levels.  In  the 
first,  Democratic  candidates  for  office 
were  featured. 

Following  opening  exercises,  David 
Warren,  president  of  the  BYU  Young 
Republicans,  will  introduce  Buehner 
who  will  in  turn  introduce  Senator 
Bennett,  who  will  express  his  views  on 
current  state  and  national  issues. 

Other  officials  expected  to  attend 
the  program  are  Fred  Wright,  chairman 
of  the  Utah  County  Republican  Party, 
Lawrence  Burton,  candidate  for 
Congress,  first  congressional  district, 
Vernon  Romney,  candidate  for 
attorney  general  and  several  other 
Republican  candidates  in  Utah  County. 


student,  appointed  by  the  ASBYU 
president,  one  person  from  University 
Housing  Office  and  one  landlord, 
chosen  by  the  Provo  Landlords 
Association. 

“The  student  position  is  not  filled,” 
Russ  commented.  “Grant  Richards  and 
I will  be  accepting  applications  for  the 
position  in  the  ASBYU  president’s 
office  at  438  ELWC  for  the  next 
week.” 

Russ  went  on  to  clarify  the  reasons 
for  the  board’s  establishment.  “There 
have  been  Just  too  many  complaints,” 
he  said.  “The  prevalent  feeling  is  that 
the  $210  to  $240  per  month  that  is 
paid  in  rental  is  not  reflected  in  the 
quality  of  the  furniture  or  facilities.” 

“There  are  too  many  instances  of 
kitchen  tables  that  won’t  stay  up  and 
chairs  and  couches  with  broken  legs  to 
put  the  blame  entirely  on  the  student,” 
Russ  declared.  “The  attitude  of  most 
students  is  it  would  be  of  benefit  to 
the  students  and  the  landlords  if 


durable  furniture  were  provided  in  the 
first  place. 

“But  to  provide  inferior  furniture 
and  facilities,  wait  for  it  to  break  down 
aiid  then  demand  the  students  pay  for 
it  out  of  their  deposits  is  bordering  on 
the  criminal,”  he  said. 

“In  addition,  many  students  object 
to  being  charged  for  the  three  weeks  of 
September  when  they’re  not  at  school. 
We  hope  to  publish  a bulletin  of 
apartment  houses  with  this  practice  so 
that  students  who  wish  to  may  avoid 
this  extra  charge,”  the  Michigan  senior 
continued. 

“Because  we  can’t  handle  these 
complaints,  we’re  working  on  this 
board  in  conjunction  with  Delyle 
Barton  of  the  University  Housing 
Office.  This  board  will  act  as  a 
sounding  board  for  students  who  wish 
to  file  complaints  but  either  can’t  get 
satisfaction  from  their  landlords  or 
can’t  get  up  enough  nerve  to  face  the 
landlord  alone,”  Russ  concluded. 


General  To  Visit  B YU 


Four  U.S.  Army  helicopters  will 
descend  on  BYU  today,  landing  in  the 
football  stadium  parking  lot. 

The  helicopters  will  bring  Lt. 
General  Stanley  R.  Larsen,  Sixth 
Army,  and  his  staff  to  the  campus. 

General  Larsen  is  coming  to  BYU  as 
a part  of  his  tour  of  the  army  facilities 
in  the  western  United  States.  Provided 
nothing  happens  to  delay  departure 
from  the  Dugway  Proving  Grounds,  the 
General  should  arrive  at  BYU  at  2 p.m. 
He  is  coming  here  to  inspect  the 
newly-completed  ROTC  Building. 

A highly-decorated  veteran  of  World 
War  11,  General  Larsen  earned  his 
present  rank  in  combat  while  serving  in 
Vietnam.  This  tour  is  the  first 
opportunity  he  has  had  to  become 
familiar  with  the  facilities  under  his 
command. 

He  was  assigned  as  Commanding 
General  of  the  Sixth  Army,  the  largest 
command  area  in  the  United  States. 


Headquarters  for  the  Sixth  Army  are  at 
The  Presidio  in  San  Francisco. 

The  general’s  visit  to  campus  will  last 
about  one  and  one-half  hour.  He  will 
be  the  guest  of  honor  at  a reception  in 
the  ROTC  Building,  tour  the  Wilkinson 
Center  and  the  Harris  Fine  Arts  Center 
and  will  talk  with  President  Ernest  L. 
Wilkinson.

The  Way  It  Is

The  inauguration  of  two  associate  justices  of  the  ASBYU  Supreme 
Court  and  the  introduction  of  a College  Council  were  the  two  main 
items  on  the  agenda  at  Tuesday’s  Executive  Council  meeting. 

Chief  Justice  Steve  Gulbrandsen  administered  the  oath  of  office  to 
Dale  Lambert  and  Dick  Nanto,  who  received  a unanimous  approving 
vote  from  the  Council. 

Dale  is  a junior  in  Political  Science  from  Claremont,  California.  He 
plans  on  a career  in  law,  is  a member  of  the  debate  squad  and  will  be  a 
part  of  the  College  Young  Republican  team  in  tonight’s  “Great  Debate” 
in  the  deJong  Concert  Hall  at  7 p.m. 

Dick  is  a graduate  student  in  Economics  from  Moses  Lake, 
Washington.  He  received  his  baccalaureate  degree  from  BYU  in  August 
in  Asian  Studies,  is  a three-year  Army  veteran  and  has  served  a mission 
for  The  Church. 

After  the  administration  of  the  oath  of  office,  a Council  member 
asked  ASBYU  Attorney  General  Brian  Walton  if  these  appointments 
completed  the  Court. 

“Oh,  yes!”  Brian  emphatically  replied.  “Now  the  Court’s  completely 
packed.” 

Any  double  meaning  in  that,  Brian? 

COLLEGE  COUNCIL 

Paul  Genho,  Executive  Assistant  to  Grant  Richards,  introduced  the 
College  Council  system,  established  by  the  ASBYU  President’s  office. 

“The  Council  consists  of  one  representative  from  each  of  the 
colleges,”  Paul  explained.  “Its  primary  purpose  is  to  coordinate  and 
plan  events  on  a department  and  college  level  with  and  under  the 
direction  of  the  vice  president  associated  with  that  area.” 

Paul  pointed  out  that  the  council  would  not  provide  competition  for 
the  Executive  Council  “as  have  some  other  branches  of  student 
government.”  He  also  said  that  in  time  the  council  could  “supercede 
and  perhaps  even  replace  some  areas  of  student  government  which 
haven’t  been  functioning  as  they  should  have  and  could  have.” 

Other  functions  of  the  council  would  be  to  promote  academic 
excellence  throughout  the  colleges  and  to  promote  BYU  to  prospective 
employers. 

Paul  clarified  the  mechanisms  of  the  second  of  these  functions. 

“For  example,  we  would  ask  George,  an  engineering  student  from  the 
state  of  Michigan,  to  visit  engineering  firms  in  Michigan  and  explain 
what  BYU  is  doing  in  that  area.  This,  we  hope,  would  stimulate  the 
employer  to  seek  BYU  students  as  permanent  and  summer  employees. 
Other  students  in  other  areas  could  do  the  same.” 

OTHER  BUSINESS 

In  other  business,  the  Council  defeated  a motion  by  Darrell  Jones 
which  would  have  denied  permission  to  the  temporary  Freshman 
Council  to  spend  funds  of  the  Freshman  Class.  The  vote  total  was  5 
opposed  to  the  motion,  1 in  favor. 

The  new  Miss  Navajo,  Rose  McCabe  of  Wingate,  Arizona,  was 
introduced  to  the  Executive  Council  by  Darrell,  and  Wilkinson  Center 
Business  Manager  Jay  Eitner  asked  student  leaders  not  to  appropriate 
furniture  which  did  not  belong  in  the  student  office  area.  He  asked 
them  to  direct  requests  for  additional  facilities  to  Jeff  Cain,  ASBYU 
Executive  Secretary. 

Present  as  an  observer  at  the  session  was  Mr.  Ed  Drechsel,  San 
Francisco  Bureau  Chief  for  the  U.S.  NEWS  AND  WORLD  REPORT. 
Mr.  Drechsel  asked  the  Council  what  level  of  success  it  had  in  achieving 
changes  in  university  policy. 

A typical  response  was  that  of  Paul  Genho,  who  said,  “We  rarely  seek 
to  make  changes  in  university  policy  because  we  are  consulted  in  the 
formulation  of  the  policy.  We  have  had  a voice  in  the  drafting  of  the 
Code  of  Student  Conduct,  which  is  our  code  of  behavior,  and  we’ve  had 
quite  a say  in  many  other  policy  decisions.  As  to  our  success  level  in 
achieving  things  which  are  within  reason,  I would  say  it’s  been 
outstanding.” 

Other  Council  members  commented  that  the  relationship  between 
the  student  leaders  and  university  administrators  was  “based  on  mutual 
respect  and  on  reason.”

Two  Assemblies  For  A Minority 


Last  Thursday’s  forum  assembly  generates  doubt 
about  its  significance  and  applicability  for  the  BYU 
student  body  as  a whole. 

Before  fall  semester  began,  two  forum  dates  were 
set  for  national  candidates.  Because  these  politicians 
had  already  visited  Utah  the  query  arose  of  who  was 
to  speak  at  these  two  assemblies.  A simple  answer 
was  to  invite  state  and  local  nominees. 

But  this  situation  raises  a valid  question.  Since 
only  an  estimated  3,000  students  are  residents  of 
Utah  over  21 , why  was  such  an  assembly  held  which 
affected  so  few?  Possibly  less  than  2,000  of  these 
students  are  registered  to  vote. 

In  addition,  many  of  those  who  attended  did  so  in 
order  to  receive  forum  credit.  Was  it  being  fair  to 
those  students  not  involved  in  Utah  politics  to  make 
attendance  mandatory? 

BYU  could  probably  give  better  service  to  the 
state  and  community  by  holding  such  a gathering  in 
the  evening  or  on  Saturday  when  more  of  the  public 
could  attend.  Also  students  truly  interested  would 
be  present. 


The  idea  of  inviting  national  candidates  to 
at  BYU  is  an  excellent  one.  Such  an 
helps  give  prospective  young  voters  greater 
into  the  spectrum  of  political  affairs.
